On February 2006 I received a letter from the examiner of the United States Patent And 
Trade Mark Office Mr. Gabriel J. Klein that informed me that my Patent Application with 
the number 1 0/522,271 needed some corrections. 

The same period, on February 2006, I had an accident for which, on April 17 when my 
situation allowed it, I had an operation on my left knee. I am active police officer and the 
accident was so serious that I am still out of duty because I have not recovered yet 
All the same I tried to make the corrections even when I was in the hospital so as to send 
them before the expiration of statutory period for reply.
